Revolting and Unparalleled Cruelty— 
Child Burned to Death, 


From the Lockport Journal, Oct. 17. 

A tragedy took place in this village on 
Tuesday, exhibiting such revolting cruel- 
ty as to be almostincredible. A little boy, 
five years of age, belonging to a Mrs. Sto 
ry, on Washington street, was roasted 
alive by a fiend in human shape, named 
Elizabeth Craig, a white woman whose 
husbafd is anegro. ‘The evidence elicit 
ed by the Coroner’s Jury shows that the 
victim was left with a smaller child by its 
mother, whon Elizabeth Craig, who lived 
in another portion of the house, took the 
opportunity, and entered the apartment, 
and proceeded to the execution of the 
deed, which, it has been shown, she had 
previously threatened. With horrid im- 
precations of * D—n you, d—n you!” the 
child was held on the fire by its tormenter, 
until its legs and bowels were burnt to a 
cinder ; then with satanic revenge, the bo- 
dy of the child was reversed by the mur- 
deress, until its back was roasted to a 
crisp. ; 

The little sufferer was found in a corner 
of the room, and lingered on in an uncon- 
cious slate until yesterday (Thursday) 
morning, when he showed a return of con- 
sciousness, and was asked by its mother, 
for the first time, ‘* How came you to burn 
yourself?” answered, “ Elizabeth burned 
me,” and then, as if recalling the horrors 
of the awful sceno which were pictured on 
its imagination, exclaimed: ‘* D—n you, 
d—n you!” evidently in imitation of the 
imprecations used by its tormentor. Death 
soon put an end to the sufferings of the 
cbild. 

The woman was arrested, She tells 
different and conflicting stories in regard 
to the transaction. She is said to be a 
desperate character, and came to this 
place from some of the Eastern cities.— 
The causé which led her to the perpetra- 
tion of this diabolical murder does not ap- 
pear; but itis very probably owing to a 
depravity of heart, excited to frenzy by 
some boyish freak of her victim. It is 
said that she had made the threat that she 
“ would like to put the child on the fire and 
put her foot on it.” 


Sentence of George Nichols. 


George Nichols, who was found guilty 
of perjury atthe late Assizes at Brock- 
ville, has been sentenced to only three 
months imprisonment, a sentence so mild 
that it shews great doubt to have existed 
in the mind of the judge, whether it was 
perjury, or at all events that there was 
reason to think that it was not corrupt 
perjury in the strict senso of tho term — 
The following is from the report of the 
Brockville Recorder :— 

“On Monday evening he was brought 
up for sentence, when ho deliverod a long 
speech, denouncing Gowan’s conduct, and 
the witnesses Wilson, Ballard and Mrs 
Dulmage, as having giyen falso testimo- 
ny. ‘The Judge, aiter a fow impressive 
romarks, sentenced Nichols to three 
months imprisonment in gaol, at the end 
of which timo to give bonds, himself in 
£100, and two sureties in £25 each, that 
he will keep the peace for twelve months, 

Many who were present during the 
whole trial, do not think Nichols guilty of 
wilful and corrupt perjury, in the strict 
senso of the term—ho having been told by 
the Deputy Sheriff that he know of no 
presentment for perjury having been mado 
against him, Nichola believing the pro-

to retain office, and keep the opposition 
out—a Ministry that discerns no interest 
but how to aggrandize their,own—a Min- 
isiry that sacrifices Upper at the behest 
of Lower Canada —panders to religious 
prejudices’ and sectional animosities— 
that legislates, not for the Province but 
for a section, not for religion but for a 
sect, not for the promotion of educa- 
tion but for its suppression. . Such a Min- 
istry is surely unconstitutional enough, 
and we are exceedingly gratified to find 
that so many Constitutional (!) Ministeri- 
alisis are returned, 

We trust that these Constitutional indi- 
viduals will assist in dethroning such a 
get of unconstitutional monopolizers. It 
matters litle by what name a party is 
characterized—Clear Grit, or what not— 
there still remains, deeply rooted in the 
minds of all, opposition to, or support of 
the present Government, These are, un- 
questionably, the politics of the present 
day—the great and distinct line of demar- 
kation between parties.

WALLACE. 


From an article on Tytler’s History of Scot- 
land, in the North Brulish Review, by Mr. 
Patrick Fraser, of the Seotch Bar 


Out of obscurity emorged the Patriot, 
who ca led Scotland from injuries to arms, 
and from arms to liberty. When we read 
the story of William Wallace, imagination 
wanders back to the times of heroic an- 
tiquity, and enthusiasm can scarce keep 
pace with reason, in forming an estimate 
of his services to the country he adorned, 
He gave birth to the land of his nativity, 
and interested the sympalhies of the world 
in behalf of her gillant struggle for exist- 
ence. Personal wrong, and the grinding 
oppression practised on his friends, first 
stung him to revolt, but bis passion soon 
hardened into principle, like the burning 
lava into stone, Against the victorious 
might of England he threw himself, and 
carved his way to honors, without the 
shouts ofa thousand vassals to proclaim 
his feudal greatness, or a coronet on his 
brow to tell the nobility of bis blood. For- 
tone did not look askance upon his sacri- 
fice. ‘he discipline of English chivalry 
‘quailed before him ; castles changed mas- 
ters ; ridicule gave way to reflection, and 
reflection to alarm; the oppressed dared 
to remonstrate ; the oppressor deigned tu 
assign reasons for his oppression ; insult 
and injury were followed by retaliation 
and revenge ; and the haughty Plantage- 
net found himself the invincible; his army 
dissipated—his vasvals faithless—his no- 
bles butchered, and their skins turned in- 
to saddle-girths — and the conquest gained 
by so many intrigues, so much ariful poli- 
cy, and such elaborate chicans, vanished 
like a droam !
